METHOD OF SALE 


This year the Women’s Committee returns 
to the “draw system” of sale. A preview 

of the exhibition will be held from 
October 15th until November 4th, 1965. 
During this period prospective purchasers 
may deposit at the Gallery signed 
agreement-to-purchase forms for one or 
more works of art. The names of those 
winning the right to purchase will be 
announced at a gala International Draw 
Party on November 4th at 6.00 p.m. 
Absentee purchasers will be notified by 
telephone within twenty-four hours. 
Works for which no purchase agreements 
have been received at the time of the draw 
will be available for direct buying from 
November 5th to 7th. 


PREFACE AND ACKNOWLEDGMENTS 


The coverage given to the arts in the daily 
papers is obviously heavily weighted in 
favour of the performing arts. This does not 
necessarily reflect an inherent lack of 
public interest in the visual arts but rather 
an economic fact: records and theatre 
tickets are less expensive than paintings. 
Reproductions of works of art are poor 
substitutes for the real thing. One answer 
to the problem lies in collecting drawings. 
In answer to the question ‘‘What is a draw- 
ing?’’, the late Paul J. Sachs of the Fogg 
Museum said, ‘’To draw is to delineate; to 
represent a form or shape by lines or by 
means of light and shade alone or within 
a single outline.” 


It is impossible in 1965 to make generaliza- 
tions about the techniques used by artists 
for they are too many and too varied. One 
fact is still true, however, whether an “old 
master’ or contemporary work is under 
consideration, drawing is the most spon- 
taneous and intimate of all the arts. René 
Huyghe of the Académie Francaise has 
pointed out that drawing is an act which 
is most directly governed by the artist’s 
nervous and muscular system. It, therefore, 
permits a closer and more personal contact 
with the artist than any other form of crea- 
tive activity. This is why many people find 
the collection of drawings so satisfying. 


Canadian art has in the last five years 
achieved considerable international ac- 
claim. Therefore, the Women’s Committee 
of The Art Gallery of Toronto when plan- 
ning this exhibition decided that Canadian 
drawings could confidently take their place 
with those of other countries. They also felt 
that Canadian draughtsmen would be 
interested in the work of their colleagues 
from abroad. The choice of the other 
countries to be represented was based on 
an impression that it was in Great Britain, 
Italy and Spain that the most interesting 
activity in the field of drawings had occur- 
red in recent years. 
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The selection from Great Britain attempts 
within the limitations of the exhibition to 
represent the present state of drawing in 
England through the work of artists of all 
generations who are presently working 
there. The range has at one end the senior 
established artists like Henry Moore, L. S. 
Lowry and Ben Nicholson and at the other 
end the younger painters like the three 
who will represent Britain at the next 
Venice Biennale, Harold and _ Bernard 
Cohen and Robyn Denny. 


The Italian drawings tend to be the least 
abstract, possibly because a larger propor- 
tion of the artists are older. All but one 
were born before 1930 and the largest 
group was born between 1900 and 1920. 
There are 56 drawings from Italy represent- 
ing the work of 28 artists, 23 of whom are 
living. Another reason might lie in the 
comparatively high proportion of sculptors’ 
drawings including work by Fazzini, Greco, 
Manzu, Marini and Macri, all of whom are 
inclined to be figurative. 


As might be expected all the artists live in 
the larger centres, over half in Rome and 
one quarter in Milan. With the exception 
of the sculptors, the artists who are best 
known here are Carra, Afro and Fontana, 
all of whom have long established reputa- 
tions. 


In contrast to both Great Britain and Italy, 
Spain has sent works which are largely 
abstract. Of the 25 artists included, 16 were 
born after 1920, so it is not surprising that 
there is also more variety in media. As in 
Italy, the artists are urban-centred, the 
majority living in Madrid. The best known 
names are perhaps Vazquez Diaz and 
Millares. There are no sculptors. 


The 100 Canadian drawings, chosen by 
members of the Art Sale Committee of the 
Women’s Committee, represent 50 artists 
from coast to coast. Except for LeMoine 
FitzGerald, Jock Macdonald, J. W. Morrice 
and Horatio Walker, all are living. As they 
span several generations the work contains 
the widest possible diversity of approach 


and evidences of both old and new inter- 
national influences. The latest experimen- 
tation in new methods and synthetic ma- 
terials contrasts with traditional media and 
influences as ancient as oriental calligraphy. 
The majority of examples are complete 
works of art in themselves. A few artists 
like Bruno Bobak, John Chambers, Thomas 
La Pierre and Toni Onley have informed 
us that their works are studies for paintings 
and, in Richard Turner’s case, drawings for 
sculpture. Two other sculptors have work 
in the exhibition: Gerald Gladstone and 
Robert Hedrick. Only Berkovitz, Gould 
and possibly Norman McLaren are known 
primarily as draughtsmen, though some 
like Schaefer, Lindner, Town and Fitz- 
Gerald are well known for their drawings. 
If there are any distinctly Canadian 
characteristics to be noted, they will be 
found more in the work of the older 
group, through their continuing interest in 
the Canadian landscape tradition. 


Even an exhibition of this modest size and 
intention involves a great deal of work by 
a surprisingly large number of people and 
we are indebted to all those who gave so 
generously of their time. Foremost among 
those to whom we owe a debt of gratitude 
are the advisers, Professor William Town- 
send, Slade School of Fine Art, London; 
Professor Robert E. Schneider, Rome; and 
the Marqués de Cerralbo, Madrid, who 
made the selection for their respective 
countries. We also wish to thank all the 
commercial galleries both abroad and here 
in Canada without whose cooperation this 
exhibition simply would not have been 
possible. Special thanks must also be given 
to Professor Walter Vitzthum, Department 
of Fine Art, University of Toronto, for his 
interest and advice in connection with the 
Italian drawings. Finally, | would like to 
thank Mrs. R. G. N. Laidlaw and all the 
members of her Art Sale Committee for 
their dedication and hard work over 
many months in the preparation of this 
exhibition.
